The regular monthly meeting of the 
PBCC District Board of Trustees was 
held February 12 at the Glades 
Campus in the Grand Hall at the 
Dolly Hand Cultural Arts Center. 
This was the first official meeting for 
Harry A. Johnston, who was con¬ 
firmed as trustee on January 27. 

PBCC Glades Campus Provost 
Helen Franke reviewed the various 
achievements of faculty, staff and 
students at that campus. In addition, 
a video of the Glades Campus pro¬ 
grams was presented. 

The enrollment report for the end of 
fall term 1996 was received, and it 
showed a .28 percent increase in 
SSH/CHE. 

Additionally, a report on the transi¬ 
tion plan on reallocation of funds 
was given by Central Campus 
Division IV Chair Eileen Holden. It 
indicated that the monies derived 
from position eliminations were rec¬ 
ommended for use in funding addi¬ 
tional full-time positions for the 
1997-1998 academic year, technolo¬ 
gy services staffing, classroom com¬ 
puters, faculty computers and faculty 
telephones. 

In other agenda items, the name of 
the PBCC Bulletin was changed to 
PBCC Catalog. 

Under personnel items, the retire¬ 
ments of four College employees 
were announced. They include 
Central Campus Assistant Professor 
Helen Darcey, 26 years; Central 
Campus Groundskeeper Juan de 
Valencia, 14 years; Central Campus 
Senior Instructor Sylvia Meeker, 27 
years; and Eissey Campus Associate 
Professor Joann Pride, 14 years.

The Small Business Job Protection 
Act of 1996, signed into law August 
1996, amended Section 127 of the 
Internal Revenue Code whereby 
graduate courses reimbursed under 
an educational assistance program 
are no longer exempt from tax with¬ 
holding for classes that started after 
June 30, 1996. Due to the change in 
the law, for graduate classes that 
started after June 30, 1996, reim- 
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bursements will be through a payroll 
check with income tax, FICA and 
Medicare taxes withheld from the 
amount approved. The amounts ap¬ 
proved and withheld against it will be 
reflected on the annual W-2 form sent 
to each employee at the end of the
